In sliort he probably provided more 
techincal information to poijential teii^rists than anyone else via his Palladia 
Press, at Boulder# I probably have copies in a dead file. 

He was propositionsJ to kill President Kennedy, all the members of Americans for 
Democratic Action and 10,000 others and he was so patriotic he didn't tell the FBI, 

But he did tell someone who did tell the 1131, I ^^close those reports, from the 
Warren Commission's fijes. Brown was then a captain in the reserves, After this 
display of patriotism he '^ras promoted to major, the rank he held when X last heard 
from him, 

Singlaub heads what calls itiielf the Boi'ld AntiOomnunist League# Under this 
respectable name it had gathered together, over many years, an assortment of the 
world's worst citi sens, r one lading virulent Nazis* Scott and Jon ■'^ee Anderson 
investigated and wrote "Inside The League" about it. I enclose the title page and 
their opening characterization of the league* Of the many references to Singlaub I 
enclose only the one that links him vjith North. Asid^^rom indicating all the terribjje 
people with whom the Vfhite House is associated in its dangerous adventures, I intend 
this to suggest that there can be meaning in what appears to be pointless in Mr. Sigur's 
testimony, North's seeking of foreign humanitarian support for the Lo^tras at a time 
when that kind of support was not illegal, and North's making a false paper reference 
to other such conferences by Mr# Sigur when there had been none# These kinds of tilings 
can provide cover and deniability for, as an example, non-humanitarian assistance to 
the Contras and through the League, which was active in tiiat a^^a* by the countries 
identified by numbo-rs in tho testimony* Beginning with Chiang Shek and since then 

Taiwan and the South Korea dictatorship have been major financial backers of the League* 
The Andersens also detail otlier services to it by them. ( Saudi Arabia, too, and others,)

For more than ti’JO decades I*ve made a large study that involves hundreds of 
tlioosands of pages of FBI records I obtained by FOX A litigation. From this study 
I am convinced that over the years the FBI has compiled information related to your 
investigation and at /headquarters has it under its File Classification n2^ which 
is titled Neutrality Act, If for no other reason the FBI did this in self-protection 
because, inevitably, it was aware and had to l>e aware of at least potential violations. 
How it mi^^t respond to any committee request and how it mi^^t search is another 
matter. It has made both an art and a siiience of nonresponses and of avoiding proper 
searches and it has a long history of lying about this, inciuding before the courts, 
when that is material and thus per-jurious* It must also have stutth infonfiation filed 
by names, like ^inglaufe and his organ! ^ti ons , which includes tax-exempt organizations. 

As a first generation American and the first member of my family to be bom 
into freedom I ^ more than pleased that so many tlernbers have emphasized the great 
importance of living ^d.thin our Constitution, fuid, of course, our laws.

BROWN stated that he is a Reserve Officer and 
free-lance writer and has been to Cuba several times. 

He stated that prior to 1960, he was pro-Castro. He 
stated that he related his conversation with DRENNAN to 
STEVE WILSON, free-lance writer, Miami, Florida. 

BROWN stated that be was again in contact with 
DRENNAN during the Summer of 1963 and DRENNAN revealed, 
he had been interviewed by the Secret service concerning

Dear Mr. Liroan: 

Mr. Secord's testimony that he had animated conferences with the Deputy A.G* 
last Noventier 24 and 25 may add to what I regard as the great significance 
of Mr* Meese's serious misrepresentation during his White House press conference 
on the 25th. Mr- Heese was asked if he had ordered an immediate FBI invest iga^ 
tion. Presenting himself as a civil libertarian/ Mr, Meese replied that he 
had not because without any reason to suspect any law violation it would 
have been wrong for the FBI to make any such investigation. He added that 
FBI Director Webster agreed with him, something Mr. Webster has yet to deny. 

In fact, the FBI has specific authority and responsibility for conducting 
special investigations for the president. My authority is J. Edgar Hoover's 
testimony before the Warren commission. I enclose a copy of that testimony 
from Volume V of that Commission's hearings. If any president ever needed 
such an investigation, Mr. Reagan then did. This misrepresentation by Mr. 

Meese, concurred in by Mr, Webster, is what provided the time for the destruction 
of evidence. 

Mr. Meese said his first knowledge of the allocation of the Iranian money to 
the Contras came from a memorandum. I do not recall that this memorandum 
was described in any way then or since. I do have considerable knowledge 
of FBI and Department practice with regard to such matters and based on this 
knowledge I believe that at the very least the Deputy prepared one and delivered 
it immediately to Mr. Meese, Usually a copy would have been provided to the 
FBI immediately. The information that from his own testimony Mr. Secord gave 
the Deputy required prompt and high-level attention. 

The FBI maintains close liaison with the A.G, and his associates. The FBI's 
copy would have been bucked upward to the director, normally with comments and 
not infrequently with other information added. Also often added is a list of 
recommendations or suggestions for the director's consideration. 

From my extensive study of hundreds of thousands of pages of FBI records, it 
would/ at some level, have considered possible law violation, almost certainly 
whether or not there was a potential violation of the neutrality act* In the 
FBI's file classifications the neutrality act is No* 2 and all "record" copies 
of such records begin with the file number of 2, followed by a file number and 
then the serial number of that record in that file. Other file classifications 
are also possible, with what the FBI refers to as "Not Recorded" copies in any 
other such files. All filings ace supposed to be noted on cards in the massive 
Central Records indices. 
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
